Adopting as their slogan “The re- 
demption of a righteous man crucified,” 
@ caucus of 152 citizens was held last 
night at room 500 of the Austell build- 
ing, in the office of J; N. McEachern, 
when plans were made for a mass 
meeting of citizens Saturday night at 
the Auditorium-Armory to determine on 
a campaign to recall all members of the 
police board who voted Tuesday after- 
noon to demote James L. Beavers from 
chief of police to captain. 

Attorneys James L. Kev, Walter Mc- 
Elreath and George Westmoreland, who 
represented Beavers, together with City 
Attorney James L. Mayson, were di- 
rect to draft recall petitions to be cir- 
culated at the mass meeting, and later 
circulated among the voters of the 
city. Those behind the proposed recall 
will attempt to get the necessary 25 
per cent of the registered voters and 
thereby secure the recall election. <Ac- 
cording to the registration, 4,000 names 


will be required.

Robert A. Broyles was elected perma- 
ment chairman of the meeting and J. J. 
flogan secretary. Several committees 
were named to work out the details for 
the meeting, to secure the speakers and 
arrange for a brass band to parade the 
etreets and furnish music at 
meeting. 

By a vote of the body the ladies of 
the city will be invited. 

The recommendation of a meeting 
held by about seventy-five citizens 
Wednesday night was that only Mayor 
Woodward and Captain James W. Eng- 
lish, member of the police board, ‘be re- 
called. Some favored a single shot at 
the mayor, but after last ni~ht’s discus- 
sion it was unanimously voted to work 
for the recall of the following: Mayor 


Commissioners J. W. English, 
Fain, A. R. King, R. T. Pace and Rob- 
ert Clark. 

“I am here representing the tenth 
ward, which is proud of its members in 
general council, for they always vote 
right, but I can practically assure this 
body that the tenth will vote solidly 
to recall Woodward and every man that 
voted to remove Chief Beavers,” said 
A. F.. Todd, in addressing the meeting. 

Chairman Broyles declared that the 
caucus represented the “upheaval of a 
people incensed at the crucifixion of 
a righteous man.”

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PROSPECTS BRIGHT 
ORW. & A. BILLS 


Extra Session Will Very 
Probably Not Be Neces- 
sary — Appropriations Bill 
Still Before House. 


The ability of the house yesterday 
to stop filibustering and get down to 
the business of considering the appro- 
priations bill was regarded by the ad- 
ministration as one of the most en- 
couraging developments of the last 
week for the passage of the Western 
and Atlantic and other pressing mat- 


ters. 

While it cannot yet be said with ab- 
solute certainty that the legislature 
will be able to dispose of all the Wes- 
tern and Atlantic legislation before ad- 
journment, the outlook is so encourag- 
ing that it did not seem Thursday aft- 
ernoon that Governor Harris wili find 
it necessary to send his expected spe- 
cial message to the assembly upon the 
Western and Atlantic situation or to 
call an extra session of the general 
assembly. 


One-half Bill Completed. 

The afternoon session of the house 
saw approxjmately one-half of the ap- 
propriations bill disposed of. It will 
be taken up again today and. will prob- 
ably be finished this afternoon or Sat- 
urday. This bill must reach the sen- 
ate not later than Monday to be pass- 
ed at this session. 

The bills, both: house and senate, to 
prevent the state road being paralleled 
are next on the calendar, fixed by the 
rules committee, the house bills com- 
ing first. 

It is not regarded as probable that 
these bills will be reached before 
Saturday. 

Whenever these bills do reach the 
house, however, it is likely that the 
senate bills will be made the basis of 
action of the house so that any action 
the house may take may be referred 
to the senate for concurrence as late 
as the last day of the session, if neces- 
Sary. . 

Should the senate bills thus form the 
basis, it is likely that they will fore- 
stall any further possibility of action 
on prohiibtion by the house this year, 
since the discussion upon the senate 
bills could be made to consume prac- 
tically the entire of the remainder of 
this session. 

The failure of the passage of a “par- 
allel’’ measure, it is understood, would 
be the only consideration under which 
Governor Harris would now call an ex- 
tra session of the assembly.

If the house does not make any more 
progress with the general appropria- 
tion bill than it did Thursday, it will 
be a tight squeeze to get it through, 
however.

For the purpose of creating a com- 
mission to investigate plans for extend- 
ing the Western and Atlantic railroad 
from Atlanta to the sea, Senator Wil- 
liam Terrell Harrison, of Yatesville, 
Ga., has introduced a bill in the upper 
house of the general assembly. 

The bill is state-wide in its impor- 
tance. It would empower the commis- 
sion, which would report at the next 
session, to investigate all real estate 


St. Mary’s river, on Cumberland sound, 
“which, by reason of its proximity to 
deep water, could be available for deep 
water ocean terminals of the Western 


| and Atlantic railroad.” 


The commission would ascertain the 
accessibility of such real _ estate to 
ocean vessels and the number of miles 
to the open sea, as well as the super- 
ficial area and depth of the intervening 
waters. 

Will Find: Out Coat. 

“Said commission,” provides Senator 
Harrison's bill, “shall furnish like in- 
formation as to the nearest water front 
property to that which may be owned 
by the state, and the cost, as near as 
may be, of purchasing other property 
more advanced in development, of equal 
facility for use as deep-water terminals 
for the Western and Atlantic railroad.” 

So broad is the scope of the bill that 
it not only considers the internal de- 
velopment of the state, but further 
provides that the commission shall in- 
quire into opportunities offered by 
South American trade, and into pos- 
sibilities of coastwise service between 
the Georgia terminus of the proposed 
road and the port of New York. 

The measure calls upon the commis- 
sion to “make inquiry as to the prac- 
ticability and advisability of establish- 
ing, in connection with said extension, 
a steamship line or lines, to perform 
the coastwise service, the number of 
ships that would probably be required 
and the probable cost of a commerical

Paris, August 5.—The French war 
pEopeetenant today gave out the follow- 
ng: 

“In the Artois district around Souchez 
there took place last night fairly spir- 
ited engagements with grenades and 
bombs, as. well as with artillery. 
There were also fairly active artillery 
exchanges at Tracy-le-Val, and in the 
vicinity of Vailly, in the valley of the 
Aisne. 

“In the Argonnes the night passed 
with much activity. There was rifle 
firing and the throwing of bombs from 
trench to trench, together with artil- 
lery firing on several different oc-

“On the heights of the Meuse, at Rois 
Haut, a German attack was easily 
checked.

Morning Session. 


The morning session of the house was 
taken up in the consideration of three 
items in the general appropriation bill 
for the years 1916 and 1917, the appro- 
priations for the Soldiers’ home, the 
state sanitarium for consumptives and 
the state university.

$30,000. It was $25,000 this year. 

The house adjourned for the after- 
noon while the appropriation for the 
state: university was still under con- 
sideration. The institution was given 
$52,500 this year. The committee made 
the amount $60,000. The trustees asked 
for $65,000. 

May Resume Filibuster. 


As soon as the house was called to 
order it resolved itself Into the com- 
mitte of the whole, and it was known 
that there was to be no filibuster until 
after the general appropriation bill has 
been disposed of. If is expected, how- 
ever, that peace is not permanent, but 
only a truce for the passage of the ap- 
propriations bill, and perhaps a Western 
and Atlantic “parallel’’ measure. This 
is in view of the expression of the 
resolution adopted in the prohibition 
caucus of Tuesday, holding that the 
pripciple for which they are fighting is 
of more importance than pending legis- 
lation. 

There was a reminder of the filibus- 
ter when Judge Hopkins, of Thomas 
county, arose to a question of personal 
privilege. He read a statement credit- 
ed to a minority anti-prohi leader pub- 
lished in an afternoon paper, which 
laid the blame for the waste of time 
on the temperance advocates. 

After denying this, Judge 
read the following statement: 

“T dare the gentlemen who-are said 
to be responsible for this statement, if 
it should have any fourtdation, which 
I doubt, to enter into a gentleman’s 
agreement with us by which the pas- 
sage of the bill to prevent the paral- 
leling of the state road will bé made 
certain without affecting the status of 
the prohtbition measures by dilatory 
tactics, filibuster or otherwise.”

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LONG TERM WAR LOAN 
PLANNED BY FRANCE 


Great Financial Effort Neces- 
sary to Achieve Victory, Says 
Minister of Finance. 


~ 


Paris, August 5.—In a discussion in 
the French senate today on the bill to 
raise the limit of national defense is- 
sues, which was passed in the cham- 
ber of deputies July 29, Alexandre Ri- 
bot, minister of finance, took occasion 
to review the financial situation. 

“On July -31,” he said, “there were 
6,958,000,000 francs  .$1,391,600,000) of 
defense issues in circulation. In July 
825,000,000 francs ($165,000,000) net 
were placed in the short term bonds, 
and 322,000,000 francs ($64,000,000) in 
the long term obligations. 

“Our. financial burdens are constant- 
ly growing. Arms and ammunition 
cost a great deal. We probably shall 
have recourse to a long term loan 
whereby we can consolidate all our 
short term treasury issues. We still 
have a great military and financial ef- 
fort to make to reach a victorious con- 
clusion of the war. 

“The public brings in its gold without 
pressure. It is conscious of the 
situation and feels that today no 
man can save himself by thinking sole- 
ly of himself. It can only be done 
by the citizens giving the country their 
lives if necessary and their goods in 
this world in any case. 

“We must conceal nothing from the 
country. . It is worthy to hear every- 
thing. Only in dissimulating nothing 
can we fittingly respond to the coun- 
try’s fine confidence.” 

The bill increasing the limit of na- 
tional defense issues was passed.
